The Affembly, call’d a Convention «¢ 
the Burroughs, isa Kind of Parliament by 
it felf, they meet in Parliament Time to 
confider of Trade, and reprefent their 
Demands to the Parliament. There are in 
Scotland 66 Burroughs, every one of thefe 
fend one to reprefent them in this Affem- 
bly, and che City Edinburgh oniy {ends cwo 5 
fo that the Affembly contifts of 67 Mem- 
bers, of whom the Lord Provoft of Edin- 
burgh tigns as Preces, as you fee by the 
Copy. 

They frequently fend Commiffioners to 
their Reprefentatives in Parliament to re- 
prefent them here. But they are not ob- 
liged to do fo, and to fave the Charges of 
fending up one on purpofe, when they are 
not willing to name their Parliament Man, 
they name fome of the Inhabitants of Edin» 
burgh, who have fome Relation to the faid 
Burrough;by which means they are not al- 
ways Men underftanding the Intereft of the 
Burghs, or principled for their Benefie; 1 
do not fay how it wasnow, but I proceed to 
my Calculation. 

The Burroughs in Scotland pay one third 
of the Cefs or Land-Tax of Scotland, being 
fome of them rich trading Towns; when 
therefore an AffefSment of 300 4. per Week 
or Month is laid on, the Burroughs pay
